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MANY LIVES LOST 
INTROQUOIS WRECK 


Earlier Reports Incorrect—- 
Score or More Passen- 
gers Drowned. 


Victoria,

B.C., April 
Hieved thet twenty lives 
when the little wooden steamer Iro- 
quois,’ plying between Sydney, Van- 
couvef Island and the Islands of the 
Gulf of Georgia capsized soon after 
leaving Sydney today. 

The purser, who had a record of 
fares pollected js among the dead and 
it is hot likely that the exact num- 
ber that perished will ever be known 


Four passengers and seven members 
of the crew were saved and four 
members of the crew and probably 
Sixteen passengers were drowned. 

Following is a partial jist of the 
dead passengers: D. N. Davidson, 
BRerryden; Mrs, Houston and child; 
crew, A. Olsen, fireman, Herbert 
Hartnett, steward; <A. CC, Munroe, 
purser. 

Following is a list of the passen- 
Bers saved: H. 8. Moss, Victoria; 
John Bennett, laborer, bound for 
Pender Island; Miss M, MeFarland, 
school teacher; H. J. Hartnett, the 
steward's brother.

The passengers saved today drifted

Victoria, April 10—In the wreck of 
the little steamer Iroquois, this morn- 
ing, a large number of the passeng- 
ers cna members of the crew were 
drowned, estimates varying from 2) 
to 26, First bulletins stated it was 
thought that all those on board had 
been saved with the exception of A. 


G. Munroe, the purser. 
At i p.m, it was estimated that 
there were between 20 and 30 pas- 


sengers, the first estimate being made 
by Captain Sears and the second by 
the officials of the Victoria and Sid- 
ney Railway Company. The crew 
numbered 12, Of those drowned 
among the crew are, A. Olsen, Rob- 
ert Hornbull, two Chinese cooks, D. 
N. Davidson, A. G. Munroe (purser), 
and John Bryden, Miss Isabel Fen- 
wick and her sister of Victoria, Jan 
Baclaren, au Austrian, P. MePhillips, 
of Rhoss-Rueben, Wales. 

The bodies of all the known 
have been recovered except those 
Mrs. Houston and her son, the

Wreckage is scattered along the 
coast? of Vancouver Island and In- 
dians are patrolling the shore, 

Captain Sears, the engineer and 


two deck hands who landed at Arm- 
strong Point, were within 300 yards 
of a swamped lifeboat, whose occu- 
pants were drowned, but were un- 
able to reach them. A rescue party 
set out from Sidney in a launch and 
were within sight of the people strug- 
gling in the water when the steering 
gear of the launch broke and the 
rescuers Were left powerlees. 

One passenger trying to reach land 
on @ piece of wreckage was hurled 
against the rocks at Coal Island and 
losing his hold on the wreckage was 
drowned. 


The mate and two others were 
washed up on Cary Island, 
where Indians found them shivering 
on the rocks. 


The accident occurred in the chan- 
nel near Mary Island, opposite Capt 
Curtis’ house, which has been turned 
into a morgue and hospital Capt. 
Curtis put off in his launch and saved 
4 number of lives. Geo.’and Clifford 
Booth, of Sidney, also put out in 
launches and did good rescue work, 

When the Iroquols foundered part 
of the upper works were left above 
Water and people ashore could see 
the survivors clinging to the wreck, 
The swirl of the waters tore off the 
housework and left the people strug- 
elgeing for their lives in the sea. A 
number of launches put off for the 
scene, but were unable to get near 
the wreck. The first of the surviy- 
ors to be landed was Captain Sears 
of the wrecked boat, who with the 
mate, Isbister, and two Indians be- 
longing to the crew, were towed 
ashore. The boat is believed to have 
founeded in comparatively shallow 
water, her boilers blowing up and 
part of her house work remaining 
unsubmerged. 


The Captain's story, 


Capt. Sears said, “We left the dock 
at Sydney at the regular hour this 
morning with a heavy load of gen- 
eral freight, including considerable 
hay, fertilizer and iron, The wind 
was blowitg rather strong from the 
fouth-east, but I have been out in 
far worse storms than the one this 
morning. When we were about to 
make the entrance to Canoe Channel 
the wind struck ug on the beam and 


together with the seas gave the ves- 
fel a’ slight list, Her cargo then 
shifted to the lee side and when an 
officer informed me of this 1 sent 


the first mate with deck hands below 
to try to right her. While they were 
below I put her to the wind, but 
soon it was found that she would not 
right herself. I immediately headed 
her for Roberts Bay, with the hope 
that we might reach shore before she 
went down, We dad not gone far, 
however, before she commenced ”

An Eye Witness’ Story, 

Mr. Neeves, of Sydney, a witness 
of the disaster, has arrived here but 
is unable to tell how many lives were 
saved, “A squally southeast wind 
was blowing,” said Neeves, “and the 
sea while choppy was not rough 
About twelve minutes after leaving 
Sidney as 1 was standiog at the Eas 
tern Railway Station waiting to 
catch the train to Victoria 1 noticed 


the vessel keel over on her port side, 


Those with me cried out and we 
watched her for several minutes, 
when she suddenly disappeared. The 
distance was so great end the mist so 


heavy that we could not see what had 


been taking place on board. In about 
half an hour one of the boats from 
the wrecked vessel came ashore and 


we heard that another swamped, but 


were unable to find out before the 
train for Victoria came along how 
many lives were lost.” 


More Than Forty Persons Aboard 


Owing to the scene of the disaster 
being a considerable distance from 
the telephone the most conficting 
stories were circulated here. It was 
not until after noon that it was de- 
finitely known that the loss of life 
had been great. Just before 12 
o'clock the best news obtainable was 


that all on board had been saved ex- 


cept the purser, A. G Munro, who 
Was drowned. 

Mr. Neeves, who is quoted above, 
says that over thirty passengers 
bound to Pier Island, Mayne Island, 
and Nanaimo, took passage on the 
Iroquois from Sidney. The crew num- 
bered 12. So there must have been 
more than 40 persons aboard when the 
accident occurred. One man’s body 
has been recovered. He was wearing 


a ring bearing the initials P.M. Bight 
women are reported missing. Their 
names are unobtainable. When the 
ship rapidly filling and settling, 
Purser Munro ran back to his omce 
to secure the books and valuables 
which were aboard. When he again 
came on deck there was nothing to 
Support him in the heavy as with 
the exception of the hay which was 
on deck.
